Claims 



1 . The amendments to claims 5 and 7 have been accepted. 



Allowable Subject Matter 



2. Claims 2, 3 and 5-7 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

4. The prior art relied upon in the previous office action rejection by the Japanese 
publication (JP H04-34091 ) and the US patent to Novitschitsch (6,457,547) no longer 
teach, or fairly suggest, all the claimed elements of the independent claim 5, or its 
dependent claims 2, 3, 6 and 7, and no other prior art references could be found that 
teach said claimed elements; therefore, the independent claim and its dependent claims 
are considered allowable. 

5. The Japanese publication teaches a fixture (20) passed through into a fixed hole 
(1 1 ) of an attaching plate (9). A bolt (31 ) is then inserted into the fixture (20) from the 
upper side and is screwed into the screw hole (22), while the clamping pieces (23) are 
bent so as to contact the attaching plate (9). The Japanese publication fails to teach 
elastic deformation when passing through the fixed hole and elastic restoring after 
passing through the fixed hole. Further, the Japanese publication fails to teach the 
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screw hole (22) having the screw threads formed only in an end portion of the fixture, as 
now stated in newly amended claim 5. The present invention shows a solid engaging 
plate (8a) to which first and second engagers (8b, 8d) are attached such that the screw 
hole (8c) which is formed only in the first engager (8b) does not pass through the 
engaging plate (8a) so as to connect with the rectangular shaped hollow (8e) formed in 
the second engager (8d). Novitschitsch also fails to disclose these features, and no 
other prior art could be found that teaches or fairly suggests the configuration of the 
present invention. 

6. It can be seen in the prior art that it is common to use screws, bolts or other none 
deforming fasteners in speaker construction; Vidmar et al. (6,520,704), Baumhauer, Jr. 
et al. (5,739,481, Anagnos (5,731,554), Hiraki et al. (4,993,511), Skrzycki (4,853,966), 
and Liebscher (3,767,004). It is also known in the art to use elastically deformable 
fasteners; Qiao (6,305,892), Nakamura (4,681,288), Notoya (4,422,222), Takahashi 
(Des. 293,880), Sato et al. (4,524,494), Hayasaka et al. (US 2007/0154054), Maekawa 
et al. (US 2004/0264710), Maruta (US 2004/0184629), Barnes, Jr. (6,158,869), Kambe 
(US 2003/0059077), Kurihara et al. (6,987,860), Hinokio (6,619,595), Kirihara et al (US 
2004/0037445), Ogawa (6,606,392) and Hara (3,651,545). However, none of the prior 
art teaches providing a screw hole formed in such deformable fasteners so as not to 
pass through an engaging plate. Further, it would not have been obvious to provide a 
screw through such deformable fasteners as seen in the prior art, since doing so would 
compromise and change the structure and utility of the fasteners beyond that which 
would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art. 
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7. Therefore, independent claim 5 and its dependent claims 2, 3, 6 and 7 have been 
deemed allowable for the reasons stated above.
